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David  Oman  McKay  was  born  at  Hunts- 
ville,  Utah.  September  8th,  1873.  As  there 
was  no  doctor  nearer  than  Ogden  city,  the 
boy  was  assisted  into  the  world  by  a  local 
midwife  named  Mary  Heathman  Smith.  It 
was  fortunate  for  the  boy  that  he  came  to 
the  home  of  such  exceptional  and  worthy 
parents.  Both  the  father  and  mother  were 
consistent,  faithful  Latter-day  Saints-  In 
their  home  the  performance  of  every  re- 
ligious duty  was  a  part  of  life.  His  parents 
home  was  a  stronghold  of  love  and  faith 
in  God,  and  young  David  was  taught  the 
principles  of  the  Gospel  from  his  early 
youth. 

David  O.  McKay  seemed  to  succeed  at 
everything  he  attempted  to  do.  He  was 
graduated  from  the  University  of  Utah  as 
valedictorian  in  1897,  went  on  a  successful 
mission  to  Great  Britain  (1897-1899),  re- 
turned to  a  teaching  position  at  V/eber 
Stake  Academy  (1899),  where  he  later  be- 
came principal  (1902-1906). 

He  served  as  second  assistant  to  the 
superintendent  of  the  Weber  Stake  Sunday 
Schools  (1899—1906).  He  was  ordained  an 
apostle  in  April,  1906  and  was  sustained  as 
second  assistant  superintendent  of  the 
Deseret  Sunday  School  Union  in  October, 
1906.  He  became  first  assistant  1o  the 
general  superintendent  in  1909.  He  was 
general  superintendent  during  1918-r)34. 

In  1921,  in  company  with  Elder  High  J. 
Cannon,  he  made  a  world-wide  tour  of  the 
missions  of  the  Church,  travelling  more 
than  62,500  miles.  He  visited  all  the  mis- 
sions except  the  South  African.  He  became 
president  of  the  European  Mission  (1922- 
1924)  and  was  sustained  as  second  coun- 
sellor in  the  First  Presidency  under  Presi- 
dent Grant  (October  6,  1934).    He  he;d  the 


same  position  under  President  Smith 
(1945).  He  became  president  of  the  Coun- 
cil of  the  Twelve  in  1950  and  President  of 
the  Church,  April  12,  1951. 

Our  great  leader  has  increased  his  birth- 
right, and  now  stands  at  our  head  after 
having  served  the  church  faithfully  all  of 
his  life. 

A  most  important  event  in  the  life  of 
David  O  McKay  took  place  on  January 
2nd,  1901.  the  day  he  was  married  to  Emma 
Ray  Riggs,  the  sweetheart  of  his  University 
days.  The  ceremony  was  performed  in  the 
Salt  Lake  Temple  by  Elder  John  Henry 
Smith. 

President  and  Sister  McKay  are  the 
parents  of  seven  children,  six  of  whom  are 
living.  All  of  their  children  are  faithful 
and  active  in  the  Church,  and  good  home 
builders,  in  the  tradition  of  their  parents. 
Each  of  the  children  holds  a  college  degree. 
The  four  sons  have  all  filled  missions,  and 
the  girls  have  done  missionary  work.  All 
of  them  have  been  married  in  the  Temple. 

President  McKay  is  large  in  stature,  a 
handsome  and  striking  man  possessed  of  a 
dynamic  personality.  To  be  in  his  presence 
is  in  itself  a  blessing  and  a  source  of 
strength  and  encouragement.  He  fairly 
radiates  faith  in  God,  and  friendliness  for 
his  fellowmen.  This  man  of  God  is  humble, 
sweet,  kind,  gentle  and  deeply  spiritual — a 
giant  among  his  fellows.  He  has  a  natural 
capacity  for  leadership,  and  in  addition  has 
had  years  of  training  and  preparation  to 
qualify  him  for  his  present  position.  He  is 
an  exponent  of  self  discipline,  and  over  the 
years  has  trained  himself  for  service  to 
God  and  men.  His  life  has  always  been  de- 
voted to  the  Church  and  its  work. 
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LOS  ANGELES  TEMPLE 
NEARS  EVENTUAL  HEIGHT.— 

Westwood,  Cal. — With  September 
22nd  marking  the  second  year 
since  the  Los  Angeles  Temple  site 
was  dedicated  by  President  David 
O.  McKay,  work  on  the  construc- 
tion continues  to  move  ahead 
steadily. 

The  past  few  weeks  have  seen 
the  beginning  of  landscaping 
with  the  planting  of  beautiful 
olive  trees  to  line  the  walk  ways 
from  Santa  Monica  Blvd.,  up  the 
hillside  to  the  Temple.  Just  this 
past  week  the  name  of  the 
Temple  inscribed  in  the  pre-cast 
facing  in  delicate  script  letters 
eight  inches  high,  was  put  in 
place.  The  name  will  read  "The 
House  of  the  Lord.  Los  Angeles 
Temple,"  on  the  west  side  of  the 
main  entrance.  On  the  east  side 
of  the  door  will  be  lettered 
"Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints." 

The  building  is  approaching  its 
eventual  height.  Forms  are  now 
being  raised  for  the  walls  to  the 
third  floor.  A  small  fourth  floor 
will  be  at  the  centre  of  the 
Temple.  Above  this  will  rise  a 
140-foot  tower  topped  by  a  15-foot- 
high  statue  of  the  Angel  Moroni.

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SOME  PRINCIPLES  OF 
A  HAPPY  HOME

"And  again,  inasmuch  as  parents  have 
children  in  Zion,  or  in  any  of  her  stakes 
which  are  organized,  that  teach  them  not 
to  understand  the  doctrine  of  repentance, 
faith  in  Christ  the  Son  of  the  living  God, 
and  of  baptism  and  the  gift  of  the  Holy 
Ghost  by  the  laying  on  of  hands,  when 
eight  years  old,  the  sin  be  upon  the  heads  of 
the  parents. 

"For  this  shall  be  a  law  unto  the  inhabi- 
tants of  Zion  .  .  . 

"And  they  shall  also  teach  their  children 
to  pray,  and  to  walk  uprightly  before  the 
Lord."  (D.  &C.  68:25-26,28.) 

We  are  living  in  a  most  momentous  age. 
We  see  on  every  hand  manifestations  of 
commotion.  Political  institutions  are 
crumbling.  Old  forms  and  methods  are  fast 
giving  way  to  new  ones.  Political  organiza- 
tions are  being  revolutionized,  some  for 
better  and  some  for  worse.  Old  funda- 
mental principles  of  government  are  tot- 
tering. Some  have  been  replaced  by 
theories  that  are  not  tenable,  others  not 
practicable,  and  some  that  are  infamous.  In 
the  midst  of  this  world  commotion,  the 
home,  the  fundamental  institution  of 
society,  is  also  threatened.  Some,  imbued 
with  false  philosophies,  have  attempted  to 
strike  at  the  sacredness  and  the  perpetuity 
of  family  life.  And  whenever  we  find  the 
evidence  of  these  undermining  false 
philosophies,  the  responsibility  of  saving 
this  sacred  institution,  the  home,  devolves 
largely  upon  us  ^ —  for  we  know  that  the 
family  ties  are  eternal. 

There  is  nothing  temporary  in  the  home 
of  the  Latter-day  Saints.  There  is  no 
element  of  transitoriness  in  the  family  re- 
lationship. To  the  Latter-day  Saint  the 
home  is  truly  the  basic  unit  of  society;  and 
parenthood  is  next  to  Godhood.  The  secret 
of  good  citizenship  lies  in  the  home-  The 
secret  of  instilling  faith  in  God,  faith  in  his 
Son,  the  Redeemer  of  the  world,  faith  in 
the  organizations  of  the  Church,  lies  in  the 
home.  There  it  is  centred.  God  has  placed 
upon  parents  the  responsibility  of  instilling 
these  principles  into  the  mands  of  children. 


Our  schools,  our  Church  organizations,  and 
some  worthy  social  institutions  are  all 
helps  in  the  upbuilding  and  guidance  of 
the  youth,  but  none  of  these — great  and  im- 
portant as  they  are  in  the  lives  of  our  youth 
— can  supplant  the  permanence  and  the  in- 
fluence of  the  parents  in  the  home. 

There  are  a  few  fundamental  principles 
which  we  should  ever  keep  in  mind:  first, 
the  eternity  of  the  marriage  relation.  Oh, 
may  our  youth  throughout  the  land  realize 
that  they  have  within  their  grasp  the  pos- 
sibilities of  that  form  of  marriage  which 
will  contribute  more  to  their  happiness  in 
this  world  and  to  their  eternal  union  and 
happiness  in  the  world  to  come  than  can 
be  obtained  anywhere  else  in  the  world. 
Let  our  young  men  and  women  look  for- 
ward with  pride,  with  eagerness,  to  the 
time  when,  in  worthiness,  they  may  go  to 
the  House  of  God  and  have  their  loved  ones 
sealed  by  the  bonds  of  the  eternal  priest- 
hood for  time  and  all  eternity. 

Second,  let  us  hold  to  that  first  word  in 
the  second  part  of  the  fundamental  law  of 
humanity,  the  Ten  Commandments.  Those 
first  few  commandments  refer  to  our  rela- 
tionship to  God;  the  last  few  to  our  rela- 
tionship to  humanity.  The  second  part  be- 
gins with  the  word  honour — "Honour  thy 
father  and  thy  mother."  (Exodus  20:12.) 
Let  us  cherish  in  our  homes  as  we  cherish 
the  lives  of  our  children  themselves,  that 
word  HONOUR  with  all  the  synonyms — 
respect,  reverence,  veneration,  honouring 
mother,  honouring  father,  seeking  to  have 
our  children  honour  us  as  we  honour  and 
revere  God.  our  Eternal  Father.  Let  the 
element  of  honour,  devotion,  reverence  per- 
meate the  home  life. 

Third,  let  us  never  lose  sight  of  the 
principle  of  obedience.  Obedience  is 
heaven's  first  law  and  it  is  the  law  of  the 
home.  There  can  be  no  true  happiness  in 
the  home  without  obedience  —  obedience 
obtained,  not  through  physical  force,  but 
through  the  element  of  love.  There  is  no 
"home"  without  love.  You  may  have  a

"Trust  in  the  Lord  with  all  thine  heart; 
and  lean  not  unto  thine  own  understand- 
ing, In  all  thy  ways  acknowledge  him,  and 
he  shall  direct  thy  paths."  (Proverbs  3:5-6.) 
Have  you  ever  stopped  to  think  of  the  great 
principles  of  truth  contained  in  this  pro- 
verb of  King  Solomon?  Do  we  as  members 
of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints  live  these  principles  the  way  we 
should?  Are  we  grateful  unto  our  Heavenly 
Father  for  all  we  have,  and  do  we  exercise 
the  true  spirit  of  humility,  or  do  we  har- 
bour pride  and  ingratitude  within  our 
hearts? 

Humility  is  the  basic  foundation  of  all 
our  accomplishments.  We  know  that  Jesus 
Christ  stressed  this  principle  in  all  His 
teachings.  In  His  gospel  He  has  given  us 
the  true  way  of  life.  It  is  comparable  to 
none  other  for  only  through  living  the 
gospel  can  we  obtain  that  great  reward  of 
eternal  life,  with  its  accompanying  joy  and 
happiness.  It  is  important,  then  for  us  to 
have  a  true  understanding  of  the  Saviour's 
teachings,  and  to  begin  our  learning  we 
must  have  the  true  spirit  of  humility. 

One  of  the  greatest  illustrations  of  this 
principle  that  Christ  gave  us  was  that  of 
calling  a  little  child  unto  him  as  an 
example  of  those  who  are  fit  subjects  for 
the  Kingdom  of  Heaven.  Jesus  and  His 
disciples  were  journeying  to  Capernaum  on 
one  occasion,  and  during  their  travelling 
the  question  arose  among  the  apostles 
as  to  which  one  of  them  should  be  the 
greatest  in  the  Kingdom  They  had  been 
taught  many  principles  of  the  Gospel  of 
Jesus;  they  had  seen  miracles  and  wonders 
performed  by  Him,  which  had  brought 
them  to  an  understanding  and  testimony 
that  Christ  was  the  long  awaited  Messiah, 
and  yet  the  idea  of  selfish  ambition  and  a 
desire  for  personal  gains  entered  their 
hearts,  and  they  sought  to  argue  amongst 
themiselves.  Jesus  wishing  to  help  them 
overcome  their  weakness  of  pride,  called  a 
little  child  to  Him  and  said:  "Verily  I  say 
unto  you,  except  ye  be  converted,  and  be- 
come PS  little  children,  ye  cannot  enter  into 


the  Kingdom  of  Heaven.  Whosoever  there- 
fore, shall  humble  himself  as  this  little 
child,  the  same  is  greatest  in  the  kingdom 
of  heaven,  and  whosoever  shall  receive  one 
such  little  child  in  my  name  receiveth 
me."  (Matthew  18:  3-5.)  Christ  illustrated 
definite  principles  that  must  be  met  in 
seeking  the  highest  kingdom.  He  does  not 
want  us  to  act  as  little  children,  but  He 
does  want  us  to  have  the  obedience, 
honesty,  faith,  purity,  and  humility  of  a 
child-  We  must  be  humble  in  all  our  deal- 
ings with  mankind.  We  must  be  prayerful 
and  seek  the  guidance  of  our  Heavenly 
Father  in  doing  that  which  is  right  and 
pleasing  unto  Him.  The  greatest  developer 
of  humility  that  we  have  is  prayer.  Every- 
one has  the  privilege  of  calling  upon  the 
Lord  for  help  in  their  daily  tasks  and  in 
overcoming  their  weaknesses.  May  we  ex- 
ercise this  opportunity  at  all  times,  remem- 
bering that  genuine  humility  will  only 
come  to  those  who  strive  for  it,  and  that 
the  humblest  of  all  will  truly  be  the 
greatest. 

As  we  read  the  Book  of  Mormon,  and 
learn  of  those  ancient  people  who  lived  so 
many  hundreds  of  years  ago,  we  find  that 
the  Lord  gave  them  a  great  promise.  He 
told  them  that  if  they  would  keep  the  com- 
mandment that  He  gave  them,  they  would 
prosper  in  that  land,  but  if  they  would  not. 
they  would  be  cut  off  from  his  presence. 
Many  wars  ensued  among  the  different 
groups  that  lived  there,  and  we  can  see 
that  those  who  humbled  themselves  before 
God  were  the  ones  who  prospered.  Those 
people  acknowledged  the  help  of  God  in  all 
they  were  able  to  do.  Those  who  refused  to 
heed  the  word  of  God  and  who  sought  for 
individual  glory,  and  who  developed  pride 
within  their  hearts,  were  brought  down  and 
destroyed.  This  condition  of  selfishness 
has  been  the  downfall  of  many  nations 
throughout  the  history  of  mankind. 

Prophets  down   through    the   ages   have 
warned  us  to  beware  of  pride.    They  have 
told  us  to  remember  that  all  that  we  have

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Let  Vs  Walk  Humbly  Before 
the  Lord 


How  beautiful  it  is,  my  brothers  and 
sisters,  and  how  satisfying  to  the  soul  that 
hungers  and  thirsts  after  righteousness  to 
sit  here  and  listen  to  the  voices  of  these  in- 
spired leaders  as  they  teach  us  and  expound 
the  truths  of  the  gospel,  unadulterated,  and 
unchanged,  and  everlasting!  I  have  been 
thrilled  with  the  proceedings  of  the  meet- 
ings so  far  in  this  conference,  and  I  am 
grateful  to  these  brethren  who  are  so  firm 
and  steadfast,  so  unassuming,  and  yet  so 
vigorous  in  the  defence  of  the  truth. 

I    hope    that    you    will    bear    with    me, 
brothers  and  sisters,  for  a  few  minutes.    I 
should  like  to  talk  about  a  virtue,  which  I 
think  becomes  all  of  us  who  claim  to  be 
the  children  of  God,  the  Saints  of  the  Lord, 
his  followers.    I  concluded  to  do  this  after 
listening   yesterday   to   the  mission   presi- 
dents as  they  reported  their  labours,  their 
successes,    and    the    success    of    the    mis- 
sionaries.    They  did  it  so  humbly  that  I 
concluded   that   humility   must   be   one   of 
the  great  virtues  that  helps  to  bring  about 
success  in  doing  the  work  of  the  Lord- 
As  I  sat  in  that  meeting,  I  turned  to  the 
songbook  that  was  there  and  found  a  song, 
the  words  of  which  were  written  by  Eliza 
R.  Snow.    I  had  never  before  noticed  it.    I 
should  like  to  read  two  stanzas. 
"The  trials  of  the  present  day 
Require  the  Saints  to  watch  and  pray 
That  they  may  keep  the  narrow  way 
To  celestial  glory. 
"For  even  Saints  may  turn  aside 
For  fear  of  ill  that  may  betide 
Or  else  induced  by  worldly  pride 
And  lose  celestial  glory. 
If  we  examine  the  history  of  the  nations  of 
the  past  that  have  been  great  and  powerful 
but  that  have  fallen,  we  will  find  nothing 
in  them,  I  am  sure,  that  would  lead  us  to 
believe  that  any  nation,  or  any  civilization, 
or  any  people  can  find  security  merely  in  its 
own  power  and  its  own  self-sufficiency. 

The  facts  of  history  remind  us  that  where 
nations  and  peoples  continue  to  ignore  the 
principles  of  justice  and  of  right  in  regard 
to  their  peoples  and  the  peoples  of  other 
nations,  and  where  they  put  aside  the 
teachings  of  God,  they  experience  difficul-

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ties,  hardships,  calamities,  and,  in  the  due 
time  of  the  Lord,  history  has  proven  that 
many  of  them  have  been  destroyed. 

A  love  of  power  and  personal  ambition 
in  the  hearts  of  individual  leaders  and 
their  associates,  pride  and  self-sufficiency 
that  go  with  ambition  and  power,  cause 
them  to  forget  that  the  real  God  of  the 
earth  is  Jesus  Christ;  that  the  "earth  is  the 
Lord's  and  the  fullness  thereof,"  and  that 
it  does  not  belong  to  any  people,  or  any 
nation,  or  any  combination  of  nations.  Now, 
that  same  pride,  my  brothers  and  sisters, 
and  the  same  self-sufficiency  that  nations 
and  their  leaders  sometimes  feel  give  them 
security,  may  cause  an  individual  to  forget 
that  the  Lord  is  God,  and  may  cause  him  to 
lost  faith  in  these  principles  which  have 
been  expounded  here  today  unless  he  re- 
pents and  turns  to  Christ,  and  takes  upon 
him  the  name  of  Christ,  recognizing  him 
for  what  he  is,  the  Son  of  God,  the  Saviour, 
and  the  Redeemer  of  the  world,  who  was 
crucified,  and  who  in  three  days  came  forth 
from  the  grave,  making  it  possible  for  all 
to  receive  redemption  therefrom. 

King  Benjamin,  recognized  the  destruc- 
tiveness  of  pride  and  the  necessity  of 
humility.  He  taught  this  to  his  people 
saying  to  them: 

"For  the  natural  man  is  an  enemy  to 
God,  and  has  been  from  the  fall  of  Adam, 
and  will  be,  forever  and  ever,  unless  he 
yields  to  the  enticings  of  the  Holy  Spirit, 
and  putteth  off  the  natural  men  and  be- 
cometh  a  saint  through  the  atonement 
of  Christ  the  Lord,  and  becometh  as  a 
child,  submissive,  meek,  humble,  patient, 
full  of  love  willing  to  submit  to  all  things 
which  the  Lord  seeth  fit  to  inflict  upon 
him,  even  as  a  child  doth  submit  to  his 
father."  (Mosiah  3/19). 
And  he  continues  to  remind  his  people, 
saying: 

"For  behold,  are  we  not  all  beggars?  Do 
we  not  all  depend  upon  the  same  Being, 
even  God,  for  all  the  substance  which  we 
have,  for  both  food  and  raiment,  and  for 
gold,  and  silver,  and  for  all  the  riches 
which  we  have  of  every  kind?"  (Ibid, 
4:19). 
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My  brothers  and  sisters,  we  are  all  de- 
pendent upon  the  Lord.  The  riches  of  the 
earth  are  his  and  are  provided  us  through 
his  mercy  only.  Pride  and  self-sufficiency 
would  lead  us  to  believe  otherwise.  They 
are  destroyers  of  the  best  that  is  in  men, 
but  on  the  other  hand,  humility,  submis- 
siveness,  willingness  to  abide  by  the  teach- 
ings of  the  Lord  bring  out  the  best  that  is 
in  men  because  they  become  teachable  and 
can  be  moulded  into  agents  usable  to  him. 
One  must  constantly  remind  himself  and 
guard  against  pride  or  he  will  find  himself 
taking  to  himself  part  of  the  glory  that  the 
Lord  has  said  is  his. 

President  Grant  once  reminded  us  that 
there  are  two  spirits  striving  with  all  men 
— one  telling  them  what  to  do  that  is  right, 
and  the  other  telling  them  to  do  that  which 
will  please  themselves,  that  will  gratify 
their  own  pride  and  ambitions.  So,  as  King 
Benjamin  said,  unless  we  yield  "to  the  en- 
ticings  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  putteth  off 
the  natural  man  .  .  .  and  becometh  as  a 
child,"  meek  and  submissive,  and  gentle, 
full  of  love,  we  are  likely  to  spend  our 
time  in  gratifying  our  own  pride  and  fol- 
lowing our  own  ambitions,  and  thus  fail 
to  develop  the  spiritual  attributes  and 
power.  We  will  be  led  away  from  the 
divine  destiny  which  may  be  ours. 

Now  humility  is  not  an  abject,  groveling, 
self-despising  spirit.  It  seems  to  me  that 
it  is  rather  a  right  and  proper  estimate  of 
what  one  is  in  the  sight  of  God.  When  we 
have  that  estimate  of  ourselves,  we  become 
as  children,  and  we  realize  that  he  controls 
the  universe.  We  learn  then,  to  appreciate 
even  the  very  air  that  we  breathe,  and  our 
ability  to  go  and  come  and  to  see  and  to  do, 
and  to  accept  and  to  reject.  But  until  he 
can  submit  himself  to  this  status,  man  is 
an  "enemy  of  God."  True  humility,  in  my 
opinion,  implies  acknowledgment,  thanks- 
giving, prayerfulness,  all  those  virtues 
which  become  a  Latter-day  Saint.  It  is 
becoming  to  an  individual  no  matter  what 
his  status  in  life,  to  acknowledge  the  Lord 
for  his  goodness  and  for  his  mercy,  to  be 
humble  and  prayerful  and  submissive  to 
his  will.  True  humility  is  uplifting,  en- 
nobling. Alma,  speaking  to  his  son,  Shib- 
lon,  emphasized  this  very  thing,  when  he 
said: 

"So  that  ye  are  not  lifted  up  unto  pride; 

yea,  see  that  ye  do  not  boast  in  your 

own  wisdom,  nor  of  your  much  strength. 

Use  boldness,  but  no  overbearance." 

(Alma  38:  11-12.) 


I  think  that  most  fathers  could  accept  that 
counsel  and  give  the  same  to  their  sons. 
Pride  and  ingratitude  in  the  hearts  of  men 
are  grievous  sins  in  the  sight  of  God,  and 
all  of  us  are  guilty  of  them;  I  know  I  am; 
I  suppose  you  are  to  a  degree  as  are  people 
generally.    When  we  stop  to  think,  as  has 
been  expressed  here  today,  that  the  Son  of 
God  created  the  world  and  all  that  in  it  is, 
and  that  by  the  shedding  of  his  blood  he 
made  possible  the  redemption  of  men  from 
the  grave,  we  should  not  become  self-suffi- 
cient, but  we  should  remember  that  we  are 
here  living  simply  because   of  his  mercy 
and    of    his    kindness    and    of    his    love. 
Humility,  in  my  opinion,  implies  a  grate- 
ful heart,  and    the    Lord    has    warned    us 
against  ingratitude,  for  in  the  Doctrine  and 
Covenants  he  has  said: 
And  in  nothing  doth  man  offend  God,  or 
against  none  is  his  wrath  kindled,  save 
those  who  confess  not  his  hand  in  all 
things,  and  obey  not  his  commandments. 
(D.  &  C.  59:21.) 
How  can  a  man  or  a  woman  or  a  child  learn 
to  become    humble    and    submissive,    and 
gentle  and  meek?    He  has  made  that  plain 
also  here  in  the  fifty-ninth  section  of  the 
Doctrine  and  Covenants,  and  I  would  like 
to  read  a  verse  or  two. 
Wherefore,  I  give  unto  them  a  command- 
ment, saying  thus:  Thou  shalt  love  the 
Lord  thy  God  with  all  thy  heart,  with  all 
thy  might,  mind  and  strength;  and  in  the 
name  of  Jesus  Christ    thou    shalt    serve 
him. 

Thou  shalt  love  thy  neighbour  as  thv- 
self. 

Thou  shalt  not  steal,  neither  commit 
adultery,  nor  kill,  nor  do  anything  like 
unto  it. 

Thou  shalt  thank  the  Lord  thy  God  in 
all  things. 

Thou  shalt  offer  a  sacrifice  unto  the 
Lord  thy  God  in  righteousness,  even  that 
of  a  broken  heart  and  a  contrite  spirit. 

And  that  thou  mayest  more  fully  keep 
thyself  unspotted  from  the  world,  thou 
shalt  go  to  the  house  of  prayer  and  offer 
up  thy  sacraments  upon  my  holy  day; 

For  verily  this  is  a  day  appointed  unto 
you  to  rest  from  your  labours,  and  to  pay 
thy  devotions  unto  the  Most  High.  (Ibid, 
59:  5-10.) 

And  yet,  only  a  part  of  us  see  fit  to  do 
some  of  these  according  to  our  statistics 
and  reports.  The  person  with  true  humility 
will  not  seek  to  aggrandize  himself.      He

will  serve  for  the  sake  of  service.  He  will 
give  his  gifts  in  secret  and  let  it  be  found 
out  by  accident.  He  will  realize  that  all 
knowledge  comes  from  God.  for  he  knows 
all.  He  will  not  be  contentious,  unruly,  or 
critical-  He  will  not  profane  the  name  of 
Deity.  As  a  literal  child  of  God,  he  will 
feel  it  a  privilege  to  do  his  will  and  keep 
his  commandments. 

Finally,  the  Lord  has  left  us  this:  In  order 
to  shape  ourselves  to  be  fit  candidates  for 
his  kingdom  bj-  leading  lives  of  meekness 
and  humility  before  him,  he  admonishes  us 
to  "let  every  man   esteem  his  brother   as 
himself,  and   practice  virtue   and   holiness 
before  me."  (Ibid.,  38:  24-25.) 
And  if  ye  seek  the  riches  which  it  is  the 
will  of  the  Father  to  give  unto  you,  ye 
shall  be  the  richest  of  all  people,  for  ye 
shall  have  the  riches  of  eternity;  and  it 
must  need  be  that  the  riches  of  the  earth 
are  mine  to  give;  but  beware  of  pride, 
lest  ye  become  as  the  Nephites  of  old  .  .  . 
And  let  your  preaching  be  the  warning 
voice,  every  man  to    his    neighbour,    in 
mildness  and  in  meekness.   (Ibid.,  38:39, 
41.) 
What  I  have  tried  to  say  is  that  in  order 
to  be  usable  in  the  hands  of  the  Lord,  we 
must  banish  pride  and  self-sufficiency  and 
be  meek  and  humble-    We  must  be  submis- 
sive and  easy  to  be  entreated.    We  must 
Love  the  Lord  with  all  our  hearts,  mind 
and  strength  and  our  neighbour  as  our- 
self.  (See  Matt.  23:37-39-) 
I  appreciate  the  opportunity   to  receive 
this  training  in  this  great  Church.  I  testify 
to  you  that  I  know  that  God  lives,  and  that 
Jesus  is  the  Christ,  and  that  he,  through 
Joseph  Smith,  restored  the  gospel  to  the 
earth  in  this  day  as  it  is  predicted  in  the 
scriptures  of  old,  and  that  only  by  follow- 
ing the  pattern  given  by  the  Saviour  can 
we  receive  the  blessings  of  eternal  life. 

To  this  I  testify  and  do  so  in  the  name  of 
Jesus  Christ,  the  Lord-     Amen. 

God  help  us  as  parents  to  send  from  our 
homes,  boys  and  girls  who  do  not  hesitate 
to  bear  testimony  of  their  membership  in 
the  Church;  boys  and  girls  who  are  eager 
to  go  out  and  witness  to  the  world  that  the 
marriage  relationship  is  an  eternal  one. 
that  the  home  is  a  permanent  and  eternal 
institution  against  which  no  theory  that 
strikes  at  the  purity  and  honour  of  woman- 
hood, that  deprives  children  of  fatherhood, 
or  the  love  of  mother,  can  stand.

palace  and  yet  not  have  a  home,  and  you 
may  live  in  a  log  house  with  a  dirt  roof,  and 
floor,  and  have  there  the  most  glorious 
home  in  all  the  world,  if  within  those  four 
log  walls  there  permeates  the  divine  prin- 
ciple of  love,  love  that  draws  from  husband 
to  wife  and  from  children  to  parents  that 
blessed  obedience  and  compliance  that 
makes  life  worth  while- 

I  believe  firmly  that  parents  fail  to  get 
obedience  from  their  children  during  the 
first  five  years  of  childhood.  I  believe  that 
during  the  most  important  period  of  child 
life  the  parents  sow  the  seeds  of  obedience 
or  disobedience.  Some  of  us  fill  that 
period  of  child  life  with  too  many  don'ts 
failing  to  make  the  child  realize  that  a  re- 
quest from  father,  a  request  from  mother 
should  be  complied  with.  Mother  says: 
"Don't  touch  that,"  to  the  little  child.  The 
little  child  toddles  along  and  touches  it. 
What  is  the  result?  The  seeds  of  dis- 
obedience are  sown.  You  don't  have  to 
punish  the  little  child-  Lovingly,  kindly, 
but  firmly,  teach  the  child  that  there  are 
rules  in  the  house  which  should  be  obeyed- 
Mothers.  fathers,  treasure  sacredly  and 
sense  keenly  your  responsibility  to  the 
child  during  those  first  five  plastic  years  of 
its  life. 

With  these  home  elements  I  desire  to 
mention  another,  and  that  is  mutual  ser- 
vice, every  one  working  for  the  others.  If 
some  pernicious  theories  were  permitted  to 
prevail  and  take  out  from  the  home  the  re- 
lationship of  parents  to  children  and 
children  to  parents,  and  children  to  each 
other,  they  would  deprive  humanity  of  one 
of  the  greatest  means  of  teaching  the  true 
spirit  of  Christ — sacrifice  for  one  another, 
salvation  through  service-  Oh.  that  home 
is  most  beautiful  in  which  each  strives  to 
serve  the  other  in  unselfish  sei'vice. 

Honour  .obedience,  mutual  service,  eternity 
of  the  marriage  relation  —  these  spell 
home,  and  they  comprehend  the  spirit  in 
which  the  principles  of  life  and  salvation 
should  be  taught  to  children.

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Springs   Chopel  to  be 
Finished  by  April 

On  October  17,  1953,  members  of  the 
Church  in  the  Transvaal  joined  the  Springs 
Branch  at  the  corners  of  11th  Street  and 
Park  Avenue  to  watch  President  Duncan 
lay  the  foundation  stone  of  the  Springs 
Branch  Chapel.  Along  with  the  Saints 
there  were  a  number  of  visitors  present  in- 
cluding Mr.  Conrad  H.  Sayce,  the  Archi- 
tect, his  assistant  Mr.  Bryant  and  the  con- 
tractor Mr.  Herd, 

The  walls,  already  more  than  four  feet 
high,  are  rising  quickly  and  will  soon  be 
finished.  Mr.  Herd  expects  to  complete  his 
work  in  March,  1954.  The  keys  of  the 
Chapel  will  then  be  given  to  the  Branch 
President  so  he  and  the  members  of  the 
Branch  will  be  able  to  hold  all  their  meet- 
ings there. 

The  building  includes  a  Chapel  with  seat- 
ing accommodation  for  100  people  and  a 
Hall,  able  to  contain  an  audience  of  200 
with  a  stage.  These  spaces  are  so  designed 
that,  by  folding  back  a  series  or  doors,  the 
Chapel  and  the  Hall  can  be  thrown  into 
one-  There  is  a  large  entrance-foyer  facing 
11th  Street,  from  which  all  the  rooms  can 
be  reached,  a  Branch  President's  Room,  a 
Relief  Society  Room,  a  Class  Room,  a 
Kitchen  and  Lavatories.  The  plan  is  so 
arranged  that  additional  class  rooms  can 
be  added. 

This  is  the  first  building  to  be  erected  by 
the  Church  in  South  Africa  since  the  Mow- 
bray Chapel  and  Recreation  Hall  in  1935- 
However,  we  hope  that  this  will  be  followed 
very  soon  by  other  churches  that  have 
already  been  partly  planned.

Permission    to    Build    in 
in  Johannesburg  Granted 

The  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Johannes- 
burg have  given  their  approval  to  our 
application  to  build  a  Chapel  in  the  suburb 
of  Highlands. 

This  decision  is  final;  unlike  the  stand  in 
Westcliff  this  one  is  not  in  an  area  where 
the  Provincial  Administrator  can  stop 
building. 

The  Site  is  located  on  Hunter  Street  at 
the  axis  of  Bertrams  Road  on  the  side  of 
Observatory  Hill.  Although  the  stand  is 
more  than  4  acres  in  area,  only  about  U 
acres  of  this  is  suitable  for  building  pur- 
poses. However,  the  land  on  the  side  of  the 
hill  could  be  terraced  and  landscaped  to 
make  a  very  beautiful  park.  A  tennis 
court  on  the  property  will  be  left  untouched 
when  the  Church  is  built. 

Preliminary  drawings  have  been  made 
by  the  Architect  and  sent  to  Salt  Lake 
City  for  approval  of  the  General  Authori- 
ties. If  these  plans  are  accepted  Mr.  Sayce 
will  continue  his  work,  and  as  soon  as  he 
completes  the  blueprints,  and  the  branch 
raises  the  necessary  funds,  construction  will 
begin.  It  is  hoped  that  this  will  start  in 
1954.

has  come  to  us  from  God,  and  that  only 
through  humility  can  we  remain  on  the 
"straight  and  narrow  path."  King  Benja- 
min, one  of  the  great  Book  of  Mormon 
prophets,  taught  his  people  this  truth  when 
he  said:  "For  the  natural  man  is  an  enemy 
to  God  and  has  been  from  the  fall  of  Adam, 
and  will  be,  forever  and  ever,  unless  he 
yields  to  the  enticings  of  the  Holy  Spirit, 
and  putteth  oft"  the  natural  man  and  be- 
cometh  a  saint  through  the  atonement  of 
Chirst  the  Lord,  and  becometh  as  a  child, 
submissive,  meek,  humble,  patient,  full  of 
love  willing  to  submit  to  all  things  which 
the  Lord  seeth  fit  to  inflict  upon  him,  even 
as  a  child  doth  submit  to  his  father." 
(Mosiah  3:19).  The  Prophet  Alma  brought 
forth  this  same  teaching  when  he  exhorted 
his  son  Shiblon  to  strive  to  overcome  weak- 
nesses. He  gave  him  the  following  com- 
mandments: "See  that  we  are  not  lifted  up 
unto  pride;  yea,  see  that  ye  do  not  boast  of 
your  own  wisdom,  not  of  your  much 
strength.  Use  boldness,  but  not  over- 
bearance;  and  also  see  that  ye  bridle  all 
your  passions,  that  ye  may  be  filled  with 
love;  see  that  ye  refrain  from  idleness-  Do 
not  say:  Oh  God,  I  think  thee  that  we  are 
better  than  our  brethren;  but  rather  say: 
O  Lord,  forgive  my  unworthiness,  and  re- 
member my  brethren  in  mercy — yea, 
acknowledge  your  unworthiness  before 
God  at  all  times."  (Alma  38:  11,  12,  14.) 

Pride  and  ingratitude  in  the  hearts  of  in- 
dividuals or  nations  can  be  a  detriment  in 
the  development  and  progress  of  those 
people.  Humility  and  meekness  can  bring 
about  accomplishments  that  are  great  and 
pleasing  unto  our  Father  in  Heaven.  At 
one  of  the  general  conferences  of  the 
Church,  Elder  Elray  L.  Christiansen  ex- 
plained humility  in  these  words.  "True 
humility  implies  acknowledgement,  thanks- 
giving, prayerfulness,  all  those  virtues 
which  become  a  Latter-day  Saint.  It  is  be- 
coming to  an  individiual  no  matter  what 
his  status  in  life,  to  acknowledge  the  Lord 
for  His  goodness  and  for  His  mercy,  to  be 
humble  and  prayerful  and  submissive  to 
his  will.  True  humility  is  uplifting  and 
enobling."  (Gen.  Con.  April  1953.) 

Everyone  of  us  have  m^ny  things  to  be 
thankful  for.
